The Rochellers are. very carefull to furniſh 
our Pleete and Armic, 'with all neceſſaric Pro- 


uifions , which their ſtore or procuration can - 


afford : and theſe they tranfpore in twenty 
long Boates, which in token of the ſeruice 
that they owe vato the King of Zxgland, carrie 
red croſſes forthe deuice of their colours, Di-
